What is ‘‘Tammany?’’ 


Usage has made the word 
Synonymous with that of any 
other big city political organiza- 
tion. Actually, Tammany is that. 
It also is much more. 

Tammany, for example, is 
quite as old as the Republic it- 
self. Indeed, if it wished to press 
its claims to ancient lineage, it 
legitimately could trace ifs ori- 
gin to pre-1776 and associate it 
directly with the fight for liberty 
and freedom. 


Before the American Revolu- 
tion, groups loyal to King George 
III, organized themselves into 
societies bearing the names of 
Saints... . St. George, St. David, 
etc. Revolutionists established 
themselves into rival societies 
called ‘‘Sons of Liberty’’ and, in 
ridicule, ‘‘Sons of St. Tammany.’”’ 
(Tammany, or’ Tammanend, 
was an Indian chief noted for his 
courage and independence.) 
After the success of the attain- 
ment of independence, these 


societies largely ceased to func- | 


tion, the need for them being at 
an end. 


Rebirth 


When New York’s delegates 
met to ratify the Federal Con- 
stitution it became apparent to 
some that control Was in the 
hands of owners of large 
estates. To oppose what seemed 
to be the powér of an aristo- 


cratic party, a politically active | 


upholsterer, William Monney, 
founced the Society of St. Tam- 
many. (The date was May 12, 
1789. The Republic was but 
two weeks old.) Its officers 
were given Indian titles, Grand 
Sachem, for the leader, and 
plain ‘‘sachem”’ for lesser posts. 


As political parties developed | 


out of the conflict between the 
philosophies of Thomas Jeffer- 


son and Alexander Hamilton, | 


the Society of Tammany sup- 
ported the great Virginian. 
Aaron Burr, that eccentric, bril- 
liant and violent man, was 
Grand Sachem for a time. 
largely controlled until he de- 
stroyed ‘himself 


duel. 


In 1805 Tammany obtained a 
charter from the state as a 


benevolent and charitable body | 


to give relief to its members 
and others. The Tammany Hall 
political organization was there- 
by created as a distinct polit- 
ical body. It took its name 
from the hall owned by the so- 
ciety. Usually the same officers 
filled the chairs in the 
ciety’? and the ‘‘Hall.’’ 


V oters 


As early as 1806 it began a 
registration of Democratic vot- 
érs. A committee was set up 
to organize the ‘wards under 
leaders so as to bring out the 
vote. In the early days, indeed 
down into our own times, the 
political ‘‘machines” in cities 
functioned in the vacuum left 
by inadequate government. 
Bankers, lawyers, men of high 
and low estate, have been 
Grand Sachems of Tammany, 

Thus, it was Tammany which 
fought for the exploited Irish 
immigrants — and made that 
vote Democratic. Corrupt lead- 
ers came and went as did honest 
ones. Boss Tweed brought Tam- 
many into disrepute and des- 
troved its power. Others brought 
it back. 

One of the best beloved of 
these was the late Alfred E. 
Smith. four times governor of 
New York. He was instrumental 
in having Judge George Ol- 
vany, prominent lawyer and uni- 
versity graduate, become Grand 
Sachem. After Al Smith’s re- 
tirement and death, Tammany 
fell upon evil days. A fusion 
ticket headed by Fiorello H. La- 
Guardia was able to reduce the 
organization to near impotence. 

It made something of a come- 
back in the years of the great 
Roosevelt victories, but it was 
not soundly based. 

Indeed, it was not until Car- 
mine DeSapio, intelligent, honest, 
ambitious, gave direction to it, 
that Tammany again became a 
strong, well-organized unity... . 
of which, more on the morrow,

On Oct. 6 a United Air Lines

Tonight’s crash was of Flight 
629, en route from Denver to Seat- 
tle. The plane left Denver at.6:52 
p.m. and crashed about 13 minutes 
later 40 miles north of Denver.

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State Tax Collections 
Show an Upward Trend 


State income for October amounted to 
$19,466,319, Revenue Commissioner T. V. 
Williams has announced, a figure $3,148,- 
457 greater than the collections of the 
same month a year ago. 

The commissioner reported the in- 
crease was due partly to new taxes levied 
by the last General Assembly and partly 
to sapere ypwonpses methods. 

He also gave credit to generally good 
business over the state, for the two main 
props of the treasury are the sales tax 
and the gasoline tax, both of which rise 
and fall with the economy. 

Commissioner Williams’ report en- 
courages all those who would like to see 
Georgia continue its progress to the front 
rank of the states of the union. More 
state income means more money for 
roads, education and other services. Only 
the ostrichlike can fail to see where we 
can~amprove ourselves in these respects. 

The rise in income is not peculiar to 
Georgia alone, but is part of a generally 
prosperous national trend. United State 
government collections are up, too, due 
to the rise in taxable income, and thers 
are well-founded reports in Washington 
of fair-to-middling income tax cuts to 
come 

This Washington talk can be taken 
seriously, for there is an election year 
coming. up and nothing boosts the morale 
of the voter like a reduction in taxes.

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Educational Plan Keeps Brains in Dixie, Survey Shows

The South’s experiment in re- 
gional education 1s keeping Dixie's 
best brains at home. 

That is shown by the Southern 
Regional Education Board's pre- 
liminary report on the whereabouts 
of the regional school graduates. 

The report discloses that alumni 
of these unique regional colleges 
are staying in the South to help | 
cure ills and needs of Southerners 
—jnstead of migrating northward. 

A total of 739 students has re- 
ecived degrees from the regional 
schools since the Southern states
